GENEVA, June 16.—Despite last 
night’s decision by the Foreign Min- 
isters of the great powers to make 
no united pronunciamento against 
Russia—on the theory that words are 
useless, if not ee — im- 
portant devel ts today indicate 
clearly a gen pean form on 
the subject of ‘ Bolsheviki. 

Tt is learned as the result of care- 
ful inquiry that Austen Cham- 
berlain has aske@ Dr. Stresemann 
for an official exchange of views 
concerning the passiige of troops 
across Germany in case of a Rus- 
sian attack upon Poland. Dr. Strese- 
mann has promised soon as 
he returns to Berlin Be will submit 
the question to President von Hin- 
denburg. 

Coupled with this, but couched in 
careful, friendly fashion, Sir Austen 
Chamberlain has conveyed a British 
warning to Italy that “‘the time is 
not opportune for any trouble in the 
Balkans.” He asked that this opin- 
ion be conyeyed to Premier Musso- 
lini without delay. 


Briand Returns to Paris. 


Another important feature of to- 
day’s gathering of politicians, which 
still wears the official guise of a 
meeting of the League of Nations 
Council, was M. Briand’s return to 
Paris in a more serious physical 
state than is indicated by ‘his physi- 
cian’s bulletins. 

According to private information 
given by members of his entourage 
the doctor insisted that M. Briand 
take a month’s complete rest if he 
wished to save his eye or perhaps 
avoid even graver complications. It 
was pointed out to the doctor that 
M. Briand’s presence was important 
in the present negotiations and also 
that the French Minister wanted to 
continue the negotiations with Presi- 
dent: Coolidge concerning the pro- 
posed joint action by the two Re- 
publics outlawing war. 

The doctor replied that France at 
the present moment should have a 
substitute Foreign Minister. M. 
Briand tried to leave secretly in 
the hope of avoiding a reception in 
Paris. He sent no word to the 
council concerning his plans ~ for 
taking the noon train. 

The German Foreign Minister ex- 
pressed great disappointment and 
said he had intended calling on M. 
Briand this afternoon for an “im- 
portant conversation.” 

Polish Plea to Chamberiain. 

Inquiry has developed that through- 
out the week’s negotiations Poland 
has played an iniportant role.

British Undetended Divorces 
Gain Since Ban on Publicity 


LONDON ~- June 16 ).—During 
the six weeks’ law sittings just 
ended London Judges dealt with 
more than 700 divorce cases, 
showing an increase in . unde- 
fended actions since it became il- 
legal for newspapers to publish 
details of divorce actions. 

The term started with a list of 
781 cases. Of these 628 were un- 
defended and 103 defended. 

A year ago, before the consor- 
ship: law- was passed, the same 
term -started. with, 7098 divorce 
cases, of which 587 were unde- 
fended. 

For the Trinity sittings, which 
opened on June 14, there were 400 
undefended cases and only 72 de- 
fended cases on the docket. 


BUTLERURGES ACTION 
ON BRIAND’S PLAN 


Columbia President in- Paris 
Says Public Here Favors 
Mutual Anti-War Treaty. 











HE PROPOSES IT BE BRIEF 


Would Accept Locarno View of 
Aggression and Bar Aid to 
Aggressor by Either Country.

PARIS, June 16.—Speaking before 
the American Club in Paris today 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler made 
an eloquent plea for consummation 
of a permanent peace compact be· 
tween France and the United States. 
His speech was received with great 
enthusiasm by the members and 
guests who filled Langer’s res-. 
taurant in the Champs Elysées and 
overflowed onto the terrace. 

Dr. Butler said the agreement; be- 
tween the two Republics shoulé be 
short and plain, consisting of three 
paragraphs. 

1. Declaring that France and the 
United States renounce war as an 
instrument of their policy in dealing 
with each other. 

2. That both accept the Locarno 
definition of an aggressor. 

8. That each agree not to aid an 
aggressor in case of war. 


Tribute to Lindbergh. 


The Columbia President began his 
address with a tribute to Lindbergh. 

‘‘We are every one of us, and tens 
of millions besides, still under the in- 
spiriation of a great human ex- 
perience and of an emotion common 
to us all which that experience has 
brought in its train. It has been the 
good fortune of our day and genera- 
tion to welcome a Columbus of the 
air who has made with youth, with 
skill and with courage a new, firm 
and lasting link between France and 
the United States. 

“He has bound us in ways and 
means that are significant in the life 
of. men and nations. Months and 
years of argument could not have 
done so much. The binding power 
of feeling an uplifting influence and 
common emotion bave never in all 
our history been more clearly or 
adequately revealed than in this most 
notable happening.”’ 

Dr. Butler said there were two sub- 
jects ‘he always tried to avoid when 
speaking aboard. First, politics in 
the United States, and, secondly, 
politics of the country in which he 
found himself. 

“But that of which I wish to.speak 
today.” he said, ‘“‘has to do with 
matters of deep and grave concern 
both to France and the’ United 
States and through them to the 
world of today and tomorrow, for 
whether we realize it or not the gen- 
eration to which we belong is writ- 
ing some,most important pages in 
the history of modern civilization.” 

He said the world ‘conflict’ had 
shown that war had become a ‘nat- 
ter of such itude that it was 
no longer a’ m for soldiers and

NANKING, June 16.—The Foreign 
Office of the Moderate Nationalist 
Government here announced today 
its decision to dispatch a _ special 
Commissioner to Washington at once 
in. an effort to establish direct 
relations with the United States. 

This action had been under consid- 
eration for some time, but the au- 
thorities refused to make public their 
plans until today. Even now the an- 
nouncement stresses the fact that 
the Commissioner cannot be re- 
g rded as an official Minister from 
Nanking. 

While the definite purpose of this 
mission is not outlined in the an- 
nouncement, there is no doubt that 
Nanking is making a bid for Amer- 
ican recognition and hopes, ' through 
direct representation at Washington, 
to gain fuller American sympathy 
and understanding and also’to settle 
the Nanking incident. 

To this end.the authorities are 
seeking the friendship of foreigners 
and desire to revive the foreign com- 
munity here. Since arriving here last 
Sunday I have conversed with numer- 
ous officials, who have all beén most 
friendly, declaring that the populace 
is not unfriendly toward foreigners 
and desires the return of the Ameri- 
cans to Nanking. 

But, the atmosphere here, while 
changing, is not yet so quiet and 
peaceful as it. has been, during re- 
cent weeks at Hankow,: where the 
more radical Nationalist Government 
has ordered laborers and other men 
in the streets to be kind to for- 
eigners. 


Sailors Tell of Being Stoned.

The others were less than a 
pound. He fished in Squaw Creek; a 
mountain stream that flows through 
the gamé' présérves in which the 


‘Summer- White House is located. 


- Dressed in hip boots, a-gray suit 
and Fedora hat, the President start- 
ed on his piscatorial excursion in a 
new White House car. He was driven 
seven miles up the stream. While 
the brook at places permits of fish- 
ing from the banks for the most part 
wading is necessary, and the Presi- 
dent plowed through the cold water 
with zest, having been told that the 
best holes could be reached only in 
that. way. 

While he has used all kinds of flies 
in previous fishing, the President to- 
day contented himself with worms as 
bait. He caught one good-sized fish 
in the first two minutes. The bait 
had hardly dropped to the bottom 
until a trout made the reel sing. Mr. 
Coolidge landed him easily. — 

The prize fish, representing the 
best catch the President has made 
since last Summer, gave the Presi- 
dent ten minutes of excitement. His 
line was rather loose, and before he 
could make it taut the fish had 
wound it around a root. The guide, 
Cecil Gideon, offered to land the fish 
and was about to help the President 
out of. his difficulty.

Trip South Unexpected. 

The flier’s trip to Washington to 
rejoin his plane was characteristic in 
its unexpectedness. Ever since Tues- 
day, when he sought twice to fly to 
the capital to get the Spirit of St.

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LINDBERGH WARNS 
ON WILDGAT PLANS 


Says at Dinner of Air Chamber 
Flying Must Be Guarded 
From Overstimulation. 


RECEIVES A GOLD MEDAL 


Introduced as ‘Six Feet Three of 
Spirit of America’ — Davison 
Urges City Airport as Tribute. 


Members of America’s newest in- 
dustry, air transportation, expressed 
their appreciation of Colonel Charles 
A. Lindbergh at the dinner of the 
Aeronautical Chamber of Commerce 
of America at the Waldorf last night. 

Of the 1,500 men and women pres- 
ent, approximately 600 are connected 
with the business of manufacturing 
aircraft or their engines, and about 
250 past and present air pilots stood 
up to greet Colonel Lindbergh when 
asked to do so by Colonel Paul Hen- 
derson, President of the Chamber, 
who presided. 

Charles M. Schwab, a leading fig- 
ure in American industry, eulogized 
Colonel Lindbergh and asserted he 
saw in the New York to Paris flier 
qualities of character and leadership 
which would have a part in the de- 
velopment of American aviat‘on. 


Government Officials Present. 


Three assistant secretaries of gov- 
ernmental departments in charge of 
aviation, F. Trubee Davison, Assis- 
tant Secretary of War; Edward P. 
Warner, Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy, and William P. MacCracken 
Jr., Assistant Secretary of Com- 
merce, joined in the chorus of praise 
for the young flier. 

Second Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral W. Irving Glover, who has been 
Colonel Lindbergh’s immediate busi- 
ness boss as the department official 
in charge of the air mail service, 
added a word of praise and caused 
a ripple of applause by introducing 
Colonel Lindbergh as ‘“‘six feet three 
of the Spirit of America.”’ 

Apparently stirred by the presence 
of so many of his colleagues in avia- 
tion, Colonel Lindbergh departed 
somewhat from his customary brief 
speech and issued a warning lest the 


enthusigsm caused by his own flights 
and th of others. do harm to the 
cause of aviation instead of good. 
He urged, first, that all interested 
in aviation join ‘to prevent ‘‘wildcat- 
ting’’ and avoid a danger of over- 
stimulation and asserted, second, 
that prizes for long-distance flights 
should be turned over to a commit- 
tee in each case, so that they might 
age unnecessary hazards by see- 

ng that the planes entered were ade- 
quate and the pilots qualified for 
flights of this type. 


Thanks New York. 


-It was Colonel Lindbergh’s last 
public appearance in the city before 
his hop off this morning on his flight 
to St. Louis. He took the oppor- 
tunity to say a word of farewell and 
thanks to the people of New York for 
their reception, with particular men- 
tion of Mayor Walker, Grover A. 
Whalen and the Mayor’s Committee, 
and announced his intention of re- 
turning within a few weeks to get 
better acquainted with the city and 
see his friends here. 

As has been the case with every 


appearance of Colonel Lindbergh 
here, he was received with marked 
enthusiasm. Though perhaps not as 
vociferous as other demonstrations, 
his reception at the dinner bore a 
note of great sincerity.

Greatest Demonstration Ever 
Held There Is Planned for 
Flier This Afternoon. 


PUBLIC HOLIDAY TOMORROW 


Entire City Is Decorated In Honor 
of Colonel-—— Celebration to. 
Continue Three Days. 





ST. LOUIS, June 16 @).—St. Louis 
was in holiday attire of flags and 
bunting tonight, awaiting the return 
tomorrow of the city’s hero of the 
air, Colonel Charlies A. Lindbergh. 

Plans were complete to give the 
flier the greatest homecoming wel- 
come ever accorded a St. Louisian. 
Members of the Reception Commit- 
tee believed the three-day celebration 
arranged in Colonel Lindbergh’s 
honor would equal or exceed in fer- 
vency, if not in magnitude, the un- 
precedented demonstrations in New 
York and Washington. 

About 3:30 P. M. tomorrow is the 
time set for Colonel Lindbergh’s ar- 
rival from New York in his mono- 
peed Spirit of St. Louis, escorted 
by twenty-eight Government planes. 
After crossing the Mississippi River 
between the Hads and Municipal 
Bridges, where he will dip his plane 
to the colors of the Naval Reserves, 
Colonel Lindbergh is to wing west- 
ward over the city at a low altitude 
and land at Lambert-St. Louis Field, 
from which he has made many 
flights in the Air Mail Service. 

Colonel Lindbergh will be greeted 
at the field by Mayor Victor Miller, 
Edward Hidden, Chairman of the

ASKS AIRPORT SITE 
NEAR CITY'S CENTRE 


Regional Plan Calls for Use of 
Jersey Meadows and Bronx 
Southern Shore. 


LINDBERGH URGED ACTION 


Island Tuttle Favors Is Said to Be 
Too Far Away—Joint State 
Action Suggested. 


In line with Colonel Lindbergh’s 
appeal to the business men of New 
York for the development of a great 
airport at New York and airports 
in other large cities, the Regional 
Plan of New York and Its Environs 
announced yesterday that it ap 
proved of the southern shore of the 
Bronx and the Hackensack meadows 
as sites for airports for New York 
City. The Regional Plan disapproves 
of the proposal to place the airport 
on an island in Jamaica Bay, as ad- 
vocated by Arthur S. Tuttle, Chief 
Engineer of the Board of Estimate. 

The attitude of the Regional Plan 
was made known in a statement by 
Thomas Adams, General Director of 
Plans and Surveys, which in part fol- 


lows: 

“The city should certainly hesitate 
to go so far away as the Jamaica 
Bay region in providing an airport. 
Is it to be assumed that the city is 
prepared to let every other kind of 
development take precedence over 
aerial transportation? Unquestion- 
ably a suitable site can be obtained 
in the Bronx if some effective con- 
trol is exercised over the structures 
to be erected in its neighborhood. 

“The sites which appear to the 
Regional Plan staff to be most ap- 
propriate are those on the southern 
shore of the Bronx near Hunts 
Point and Clason Point, and on the 
Hackensack Meadows. Why should 
New York object to having an air- 
port in New Jersey, if it is the best 
situation for the purpose? New York 
will get the major benefit from new 
transportation services, and if the 
airport were situated in another 
State this would have no effect what- 
soever on its value to the city. - 

‘‘New York would specially benefit 
from an airport in the Hackensack 
Meadows, owing to it being in touch 
with the largest number of conti- 
nental railroads. This question 
should be considered apart from = 
litical boundaries and solely from the 
point of view of what is best for 
aerial rtation in the future. 

If the difficulties of high buildings 
and smoke stacks prevent a location 
being chosen in near-by open areas 
within the city because of the fear 
of ~ome high structures in the fu- 
ture, then we must accept the situa- 
tior. that New York prefers to get 
the best it can from concentration of 
building. and land portation, 
eve if these things mean that it will 
be unable to compete successfully 
any other cities in air transporta- 

on. 

“The problem is bi 
urgent enough to require joint State 
action. It uld be dealt with by 
the States of New York and New 
“Avis | in collaboration with the city. 
The 3,000 leaders of industyr who 
applauded Colonel Lindbergh’s refer- 
ence to the need of airports in New 
York should feel some responsibility 
in giving the city as good and as 


accessible an airport as other

$85,000 FOR PACIFIC FLIGHT. 


Fliers Must Make Round Trip From 
Coast to Honolulu. 
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BYRD WILL NOT FLY 
FOR 2 DAYS OR MORE 


Plane Is Ready for Paris Hop 
but Bad Weather at Sea 
Still Holds Him. 


MAY CARRY A PASSENGER 


Explorer Still Plans Trip to South 
Pole—To Decide on New Project 
After Reaching France. 


The next fortnightly flight to Eu- 
rope is expected to take place within 
two or three days when Commander 
Richard E. Byrd’s big three-motored 
plane hops off from Roosevelt Field 
for Paris. The plane is ready, and 
Commander Byrd is merely waiting 
for good weather to start his flight. 

This flight to Europe will be the 
first in a multi-motored plane. Both 
Lindbergh’s and Chamberlin’s planes 


were single-motored ships. In the 
first only one man flew, in the sec- 
ond there were two and in Com- 
mander Byrd’s big Fokker there will 
be three and possibly four persons, 
including the pilots and navigator. 
One may en as a passenger, 
although this has not yet been de 
termined. 

The flight has a greater scientific 
interest to flying men than the 
others, for, although Lindbergh’s and 
Chamberlin’s flights were eat 
achievements, they are regarded pri- 
marily as demonstrations of the 
progress in airplane construction, 
motor design and improved navigat- 
ing instruments in the last few years. 
Colonel Lindbergh has said he will 
watch the flight of the Byrd plane 
with great interest because he and 
other fliers and designers believe 
that the transatlantic planes of the 
future will have two or more motors 

Commander Byrd denied that he 
had any intention, at present, of fly- 
ing back from The original 
plan for a flight to France still 
stands, and any extension of the

He 
wants to explore the great Antarctic 
continent, the largest unexplored 
space on the globe, and also to fly 
from Etah, Greenland, to Alaska, 
thoroughly exploring the area where 
land may be found.

The need to combat the fire hazard 
in aviation was stressed by Elmer A. 
Sperry, Président of the Sperry Gy- 
roscope Company of Brooklyn, in an 
address yesterday at the luncheon of 
the Brooklyn: Rotary Club, held at 
the Hotel Bossert, Montague and 
Hicks Streets, Brooklyn. He said 
Lindbergh had asserted it would be 
several years before commercial air 
service across the ocean could begin.

MOVE T0 ELIMINATE 
11 GRADE CROSSINGS 


Transit Commission Calls a 
Hearing for July 12 on Plans 
for Staten Island. 


COST PUT AT $3,500,000 


Engineers’ Reports Show Way to 
Remove Rall Danger With Little 
Change to Streets. 


The Transit Commission called yes- 
terday a public hearing for July 12 
to begin proceedings to eliminate 
twenty-one grade crossings at Port 
Richmond, Tower Hill, Elm Park, 
Mariners Harbor and Arlington on 
the North Shore division of the 
Staten Island Transit Railroad. The 
estimated cost of the program, which 
is to be completed by the end of 1928, 
is about $3,500,000.

Traffic at these crossings is quite 
heavy, particularly at Richmond 
Terrace and Richmond Avenue in 
Port Richmond, where trolley cars 
operate. The crossings are so close 
together that the commission’s engi- 
neers recommended that they be 
eliminated as a group. 

Preliminary studies made by the 


engineers indicate that the oes 
may be eliminated by depressing the 
tracks approximate twen feet 
through Elm Park, iners bor 
and Arlington, and by elevating the 
tracks through Tower Hill and Port 
Richmond. this plan is followed, 
practically no change in the grade of 
streets will be involved. The present 
elevation of the tracks through Port 
Richmond and Tower Hill quite 
near to sea level, and an elevation 
through this section appears to be 
the most practicable way to accom- 
plish the elimination. 

To the west, through Elm Park, 
Mariners Harbor and Arlington, the 
present railroad e rises consider- 
ably, reaching a height of about for- 
ty-five feet a 
ners Harbor. The engineers believe 
that it would be both practical and 
economical to depress the tracks in 
this section, so at the excavated 
material may be used as fill through 
Tower Hill and Port Richmond. Final 
determination in the method of elim- 
inating the crossings will not be 
reached, however, until after all con- 
cerned have had a chance to be heard 
at the public hearing.

The resting place of the New 
Yorkers of the distant past, when 
the burial ground bordered a small 
creek that meandered across Man- 
hattan Island to empty into the Hud- 
son River, was discovered when a 
workman drove a shovel through one 
coffin. The others were then dis- 
closed. 


Discoveries Attract Crowds. 


The coffins were carefully taken 
from their places ten feet below the 
surface and one foot under a 30-inch 
water main. When they were lifted 
to the street a big crowd soon gath- 
ered. It was necessary to summon 
a number of policemen to keep traf- 
fic moving. Not until the coffins 
and the remains were taken to the 


Morgue did the crowd leave. 

A search amo old records and 
maps showed that in the eighteenth 
century the portion of the city where 
the discoveries were made was the 
Medcef-Eden Farm. In 1 the 
property was purehased by the Astor 
family and an old commissioner’s 
map of April 3, 1807, shows a small 
creek running across the corner 
where the remains were found with 
the name Norton printed across the 
creek in minute letters. It was 
thought possible that this printed 
name indicated that Norton farmed 
the property for the Astor family. 

The coffins were badly rotted and 
no name plates were found. As a 
result no identification of the remains 
could be made. A representative of 
the Eighth Avenue Association, who 
instituted a preliminary yes 
tion, said the boxes were probably 
of expensive make. The nails were 
of the old square-cut type with 
sone centres, which added to the 
belief that they were more than a 
cent old. 

The discovery in one coffin of some 
loamy clay like that which formed 
e surface of the old Fitzroy . 
which started from what is now Fif- 
teenth Street and ended a cow- 
path at the present line of Fifty- 
ninth Street, was looked upon as cor- 
roboration of this belief.

OLD RECORDS “ OBSCURED 


Company Contends He Must Prove 
He Paid for Holdings In the 
Atlantic Coast Electric.

Colonel George Harvey, former 
Ambassador to Great Britain, is 
suing the Guaranty Trust Company 
as substituted trustee under a bond 
dasue of the Atlantic Coast Electric 
Light Company, made in 1896, for 
$43,100 because the trust company 
canceled twenty bonds on the assur- 
ance of the electric company that 
they had been lost, whereas they 
had been owned by Colonel Harvey 
for many years. ; 

The suit was disclosed yesterday 
in papers submitted: to Supreme 
Court Justice Erlanger on an appili- 
cation by Colonel Harvey to compel 
the defendant to produce all records 
of the Atlantic Coast Electric Light 
Company for nearly thirty years, and 
especially the bond register for the 
period from 1896 to 1924, the minute 
books and resolutions of the directors 
and committees and ledgers showing 
the value of all the company’s prop- 
erty. The Court granted the motion 
to the extent of directing the trust 
company to furnish the records or 
tell where they are, if it is known. 

Company Got Indemnity Bond. 

Alexander S. Andrews, attorney 
for Colonel Harvey, said the alleged 
liability of the trust company is 
based upon its action in canceling 
the twenty bonds, and satisfying the 
mortgage which secured them, 
merely upon representations that 
twenty duplicate bonds issued to 
cover those now held by Colonel Har- 
vey had taken the place of the lost 
bonds. The trust company has re- 
plied that the mortgage was satis- 
fied after the Atlantic Coast Electric 
Light Company was merged in 1924 
with the Eastern New Jersey Power 
Company and that it then obtained 
an demnity bond protecting it 
against claims such as that of Colo- 
nel Harvey. For this reason the at- 
torney said that the parties which 
may be held liable ultimately are 
the mortgagor or its successor. 

Colonel rvey alleges that he be- 
came the purchaser “‘of one or more 
of the bonds,’’ and that as to the re- 
mainder he received them ‘‘either by 
purchase for value or as collateral 
security. for loans to the Atlantic 
Coast Hlectric Light Company or to 
the Atlantic Coast Electric Railway 
Company, whose stock was owned by 
the electric company.’’ His attorney 
said that because of the failure of 
the railway company many years 
ago, when its mortgages were fore- 
closed and the unmortgaged a wre A 
sold, ‘‘it is difficult for the. plaintiff 
to obtain proofs respecting the au- 
thority for the exeeution and deliv- 
ery of the bonds, because of the 
death of the receivers and the loss of 
papers.”’ 


The Defense’s Contention. 


Murray Taylor, counsel for the de- 
fendant, said that the bonds were 
called for redemption on Feb. 25, 
1924, but that payment of Colonel 
Harvey’s bonds was refused because

SAYS SPEED AFFECTS 
MODERN EDUCATION 


Earlier Discipline Justified, Dr. 
Mangan Tells St. John’s 
College Graduates. 


THREE GET LL. D. DEGREES|: 


Honors and Prizes Awarded at the 
Commencement Exercises of 
Brooklyn Institution. 


Doubt as to whether educational 
standards of today were as commend- 
able as former discipline, which re- 
quired more knowledge of the clas- 
sics and mathematics, was expressed 


yesterday by Dr. Thomas J, Mangan 
of Binghamton, member of the 
Board of Regents of the State of 
New York, at the annual commence 
ment exercises of St. John’s College 
at the Academy of Music, Brooklyn. 
Ninety-three degrees were awarded. 
With modern material progress has 
come “an era of speed,” said Dr. 
Mangan, “when the simple life no 
longer charms, the ideals of yester- 
day are the idiosyncracies of today 


and the old family life, as such, for 
the most part is entirely gone.’”’

LARGEST ENGINE READY 


FOR NEW SPEED PLANE} 


Lient. Williams to-Seck Record 
With 24 Cylinder, 1,250 Horse- 
: Nt Power Motor. * 


The largest airplane engine ever 
built, with twenty-four cylinders 
developing 1,250 horse power, has 
been made by the Packard Motor 
Company of Detroit. It was deliv- 
ered yesterday to the airplane fac- 
tory of the Kirkham Products Com- 
pany at Garden City and will be in- 
stalled in the racing plane now being 
built by the Kirkman Company, with 
which Lieutenant Alford J. Williams 
hopes to establish a new speed rec- 
ord. 

For the last six months Lieutenant 
Williams has been working on’ the 
plane. The land plane record is held 
by the French with a speed of 278.48 
miles an hour and the seaplane rec- 
ord is held by the Italians at a rate 
of 268.873 miles an hour. 

The new engine was built for the 
United States Navy. According to 
the Packard Company it ‘will also 
be adaptable for use in heavy bomb- 
ing planes. 

It was designed by Colonel J. G. 
Vincent and Captain L. M. Woolson. 

One of the first to inspect the en- 
gine was Colonel Lindbergh, who 
drove to the Kirkham plant on his 
way to Roosevelt Field. He was 
met by Alvan Macauley, President 
of the company, who explained the 
engine to him. 

The engine has been run for fifteen

OAKMONT, Pa., June 16.—While 
6,500 persons stood stock still, no 
one moving a muscle for fear it 
would disconcert the man who made 
a brave uphill fight, Tommy Armour 
of Washington today played one of 
the grandest golf shots in all history 
and tied Harry Cooper of California 
for the 1927 open championship with 
a score of 301. 

It was a shot that duplicated one 
Bobby Cruickshank played to tie 
Bobby Jones at Inwood in the cham- 
pionship four years ago; one rivaling 
Jones’s shot to the home green that 
beat the little Scot in the next day’s 
playoff; one that will go down in 
golf records beside that memorable 
second shot Jones played to the last 
green at Scioto last Summer, en- 
abling him to nip Joe Turnesa by one 
stroke. 


As Armour stood out there on the 
fairway of the home hole at Oak- 
mont today and gazed toward the 
distant green, banked rows deep, he 
knew just as they knew exactly what 
was staked on the stroke he was 
about to play. Having driven, he 
needed to get down in two from 
where he was in order to tie Cali- 


fornia Cooper for the championship. 


Sarazen Drops Back. 

Cooper, yclept Light Horse Harry 
because of the speed at which he 
darts here and there over a course, 
had finished his last round and was 
in with a total score of 301. He had 
seen Gene Sarazen and Emmet 
French, his foremost rivals, strike 
from behind and fall short of their 
marks; he knew that Bill Mehlhorn, 
who had. become a challenger by 
racing over the first nine holes in 
thirty-two strokes, had collapsed 
* on the twelfth hole by taking 
a 7. 
Only one man stood between Coop- 
er and victory, and Tommy Armour, 
graduate of the University of Edin- 
burgh and former Scottish amateur 
star who turned professional after 
coming to America only a few years 
ago, was the man. 

Armour was approximately 180 
yards from the green. As the ball 
lay perched up on the grass on the 
lefthand side of the fairway. He 
had used up exactly 299 strokes. He 
had only two for the hole, therefore, 
to tie Cooper. was a gripping 
tensenéss as Armour looked the sit- 
uation over, went into his bag for 
his No. 3 iron and tookghis stance. 

A flash of steel in the afternoon 
sunlight and off went the ball in a 
beeutiful parabola.

Sarazen was only one of several 
who had a chance to win this cham- 
pionship on the last nine holes. Em- 
met French, the tall Youngstown 
he ge weer whose attempts to win 

igh fame have met with reverses, 
was another; and still another was 
Bill Mehlhorn. 

Each had his chance to scale the 
walls that have kept him imprisoned 
in comparative obscurity and each 
missed by that narrow margin which 
is as good as a mile. 

Coming up to the treacherous fif- 
teenth hole, which Has blasted so 
many hopes at Oakmont, French. 
after playing the fourteen holes be- 
fore it in a spectacular fashion, 
needed a 4 to tie Cooper through 
that point. He had a well-placed 
drive, but played his second cau- 
tiously, a little too cautiously, and 
left his ball seven yards from the 
edge of the green. 


Disturbed by Spectator. 


As he was about to play the next 
stroke, a spectator, rushing off to 
see what some one else was doing 
on the seventeenth green, disturbed 
him and Emmet’s approach was 
weak. He then putted past the hole 


and missed a two-fvooter coming back 
and in place of the 4 he needed, 
down went a 6. Thus he took three 
putts at a critical stage, when every 
putt was worth golden dollars. 

The spell that hed earried him 
through fourteen holes in two under 
45 left him then and there, and 
when he drove into a bunker guard 
ing the sixteenth green his golden 
opportunity had vanished and he 
came in with 304 for fourth place. 

Mehlhorn’s case was even more 
pathetic than French’s, for Bill, 
after being completely out of the 
picture starting the final,round, had 
his hopes falsely raised by that as- 
tounding 32 on the outgoing nine 
only to have them dashed to earth 
at the very moment when the least 
expected. 

His 32 for the first nine holes 
placed him only one stroke behind 
Cooper, who, being far ahead of him 
on the starting time list, was the 
target at which he was training all 
his guns. Mehlhorn needed only to 
finish in 36, one over par, to give 
him 300 and win the championship. 


Two Strokes Back. 


After playing the first two incom- 
ing holes, Bill was two strokes back, 
his approach to the eleventh hole 
going over the green and costing him 
a 5 there where Cooper just previ- 
ously had got a 4.

Finishes With a 77. 


The farther he went the unhappier 
he got, and after being as good as 
sunk at the end of the third round, 
when his total score was 232, Bobby 
had another 77 on his last round and 
finished some considerable way down 
in the list with a total of 309, in a 
tie with Cruickshank, Leo Diegel and 
Eddie Ioos for eleventh place, the 
lowest he has ever been in any open 
championship since he began playing 
in them at Inverness in 1920 and the 
highest total he has turned in for 
seventy-two holes since his boyhood 
days as a golfer. 

ust ahead of this quartet, in a tie 
for seventh place at , was another 
uartet, one member of which was 
chie Compston, first of the Brit- 
ish Ryder Cup players whose menace 
turned out to be a myth; Johnny 
Golden and Johnny Farrell, who tied 
for second in the Southern open at 
Atlanta this Spring, and Harry 
Hampton, the mournful Scot who, 
with Harrison Johnston, the Minne- 
sota amateur, led the field at the end 
of the first round. 

So ended the greatest day that any 
championship has ever had, a day 
that had every one, players, gallery 
and press, running around and over

That the championship “would be 
won by one of these thirteen every- 
one agreed. Just which one it would 
turn out to be no one knew. Here 
were thirteen players within a six- 
stroke bracket. At the end of the 
third round the situation was no 
clearer than it was in the morning. 
Now there were fifteen within eight 
strokes of Cooper, the leader, but 
only six within six shots, 


About the only decisive thing that 
happened in the third round was the 
collapse of Johns#™n who, starting 
with an eagle 3 at the first hole, 
took three 6s at the next three and 
blew up completely on the twelfth, 
where he took a 9. 

As the field started out to play the 
round that would tell the story in 
complete detail, Cooper headed the 
list with 224; Armour was a stroke 
worse; Hagen, still battling away 
with his game that refused to be 
tamed, was third, with 226. 

Sarazen, starting in a favorable po- 
sition, behind the players he feared 
most, a place in which he could keep 
an eye on their doings and misdo- 
ings, began unhappily and instead of 
capitalizing on his good fortune so 
far as a starting time was concerned. 
failed to get going and was three 
over pars for the first five holes, 
starting with five 5s. He did better 
after that, but had an 80 for the 
round and come off the fifty-fourth 
green with a score of 228. 


Constantly in Trouble. 


Anything like a good round there 
would have put him up at the top, 
and there’s no telling what might 
have happened, but he was constant- 
ly in trouble playing those first five 
holes, being in bunkers at each one 
and getting what he actually got in 
the way of a score by nothing short 
of miraculous recovering. 


The best golf played in the morn- 
ing was by Arthur Havers, the tall 
Briton who kept Hagen from win- 
ning the British open championship 
for a second time in succession in 
1923. Out in 35. Havers was one 
under 4’s through the first twelve 
holes, but slipped a few cogs from 
there on and finished with a 74. 
That could have been a 70 easily as 
not, putting him right uv among the 
leaders. As it was, his total for the 
three rounds was 230, one stroke 
worse than his fellow-countryvman, 
Compston, who batted out a 76 for 
a 229 total. 

French, Baroni, Hampton and 
Cruickshank were tied at 231. and 
Diegel, Loos, Farrell, Jones and 
Mehlhorn tied at 232. 

Coover was the first off in the last 
round and when, after slipping badly 
by taking 6s on the third and fourth 
holes, he bagged two 3s on the 
seventh and eighth and was out in 
39 and Sarazen no better than 38 and 
Hagen a 40 also, it lookei as if the 
championship was in the bag for the 
phenomenal youngster who came 
over the horizon bv giving Hagen 
such a rub in the P. G. A. cham- 
pionship at Olympia Fields. 

It was Cooper, therefore, who car- 
ried the gallery, all the world lov- 
ing a winner and every one flocking 
to see him win.. The twelfth was 
a bad hole for him, for he took a 6, 
thereby pushing his second shot into 
the rough and pulling his third into 
a bunker. He almost offset the loss 
of that precious stroke by holing a 
gcod nutt on the short thirteenth.

Drops Stroke at Fifteenth. 


Another valuable stroke popped 
out of his bag at the fifteenth, where 
he sliced his drive into the rough, 
again pulled his shot—this with a 
wooden club into a bunker at the 


left of the green and was downright 
lucky to get down with the loss of 
only one stroke to par. 

Par came easily at the sixteenth. 
In fact, he almost holed a 2 there. 
Then came the hole that cost him 
the title—the seventeenth. Driving a 
tremendously long ball off the tee, 
he was to the right of the green with 
a bunker to pitch over, played a fine 
shot and then took three putts from 
within fifteen feet, missing one of 
less than a yard for the par 4 that 
would have rendered Armoi~’s great 
finish worthless and made Cooper 
the champion. 

Even at the last hole he had to 
struggle to get his 4 after pushin 
his drive into the rough. His ne 
shot, however, was a beauty, almost 
as good as the one that Armour fol- 
lowed with. It was a fine long iron 
that went on the green, leaving him 
with a putt for a 3 from not much 
further than Tommy was when he 
holed the tying stroke later on. 

Cooper just missed the cup by the 
tiniest of margins. Otherwise he, 
too, would have had a birdie 3 there, 
which would have put him out of 
range. 


Sarazen Fails on Short Holes. 


Where Sarazen lost the title was 
on the short holes. Had little Gene 
only been able to get his 3’s on them 
he would have won the title by the 
margin of a city block, in spite 
of — bad * on his third round. 
Only two of the four yielded him a 
3 in the morning and only one in the 
afternoon. 

The hole that hurt most of all was 
the fifteenth. Coming up to that one 
he had a 4 to tie Cooper, but took a 5 
and then lost another stroke on the 
short sixteenth. That hurt, espe- 
cially in view of Cooper’s 5 on the 
seventeenth, where Gene made a 
great bid for a 3 which, had he got 
it, would have given him 4 to tie. 
The ball just slipped past the side of 
the hole. 

With Sarazen out of it, hopes of a 
man from the Bast winning the title 
rose when French and Mehlhorn ap- 

red on the scene, but after they 
fell by the wayside there was no one 
left except Armour. 

Tommy was one shot behind Coop- 
er coming off the ninth green, hav- 
ing taken costly sixes at the first 
and last holes on that part of the 
journey. Still he had a good chance, 
for even a stroke over par would be 
sufficient for him to win with. How- 
ever, after he had played the next 
three holes, neither he nor any one 
else on the scene would have given 
as much as a perforated dime for 
his chances. 


Takes a 6 on Tenth. 


He took a 6 on the tenth, just how 
makes little difference, for he got 


one of the strokes back by holing a 
beautiful putt for a birdie 3 there. 
It was the first putt of decent size 





that he had been able to drop all 
day, nothing outside of a yard drop- 
ping for him in the morning and his 
putter being responsible for the 6's 
at the ninth and tenth. 

Then, after playing the twelfth, it 
looked as though his e was 
cooked and cooked properly. He be- 
gan by slicing his drive and, after 
playing a good out, hooked into a 
horrible lie among some hummocks 
on the left side of the fairway. He 
used a wood in playing the shot in- 
stead of an iron, and it was respon- 
sible for a 7. 

When he got that every one left 
him and rushed to Mehlhorn, miss- 
ing the birdie 3 that Tommy sank 
on the fourteenth hole. Just at the 
very moment when Bill was man- 
handling the No. 12 much in the 
same fashion as Armour had done 
before him, there was a shout from 
Tommy’se gallery around the fif- 
teenth green. 

So, with fickleness, everybody 
dropped Mehlhorn as though he were 
a hot poker and rushed — to Ar- 
mour just in time to see him almost 
hole a long putt for a 3 on the hole 
that has been his Nemesis. The ball 
just barely grazed the cup, but he 
had an easy 4 and the stage was set 
for a grand-stand finish. 


Hooks His Tie Shot. 


He put himself into a hole by hook- 
ing his tie shot to the sixteenth and, 
having to explode out from a 
cramped position, played a shot that 
was almost as good as the one he 
played later on. It was even more 


important, for it gave him a 3 and 
kept him in the race. Another 
was almost forthcoming on the sev- 
enteenth, where he played a nd 
chip and putted a putt that should 
have gone in but didn’t: What hap- 
ened thereafter already has been 
old and probably will continue to be 
told as long as those who saw it live.

Resolute Gives Up. 


Resolute, sailed by her owner, 
Commodore E. Walter Clark, had

Vanitie gave Resolute 2 minutes 32 
seconds time allowance over the tri- 
angular course of 17% miles so that 
the former’ cup defender did not 
stand a chance to win under the cir- 
cumstances.

Yesterday morning the ‘leader of 
the Lowden for .President: Associa- 
tion of New York did some thunder- 
ing in the index, If he were to be 
believed, Governor LOWDEN - would 
mark his entrance into this State 
with a speech violently denouncing 
a third term for. Coo , arraign- 
ing the foreign policy of the Admin- 
istration; and in general disclosing 
himself as an active and aggressive 
candidate for the Presidential nomi- 
nation. But in the afternoon at Bing- 
hamton, Governor LOWDEN hurled 
not a single thunderbolt.. He con- 
fined his address before the Dairy- 
men’s League to a discussion of co- 
operative farming. This is an old 
and favorite topic of his, on which 
he speaks with knowledge and mod- 
eration. By ringing the changes 
upon it in the Middle West he has 
brought himself into high favor with 
the disgruntled Republican farmers, 
who now, in Iowa and some other 
States, are urging him for the Presi- 
dency. One of his active supporters 
in Iowa declared yesterday: “ We 
are going to fire both barrels.” The 
Governor himself did not fire even 
one at Binghamton. 

This is not bad political tactics for 
him. Governor LOWDEN’s strength 
must lie largely for the present in a 
passive attitude. He keeps himself 
in line as a possible residuary 
legatee, in case President COOLIDGE 
makes a will renouncing another 
term. Or if opposition to the Presi- 
dent should grow, and there should 
be something like a struggle in 
the Republican National Convention, 
Governor LOWDEN would be one to 
whom the wearied contestants might 
turn as a compromise. In this view, 
his Binghamton speech, though it 
was confined to questions of agricul- 
ture, was not without its political 
implications. It showed that he was 
willing to come into the East, at the 
very moment when President ‘CooL- 
IDGE was going to witch the Far 
West, in order to sow seed on New 
York farms which might sprout into 
a@ crop of delegates next year. 

All the while -he is maintaining a 
position which must be highly an- 
noying to Chairman BUTLER and 
other Republican managers. They 
have been picturing a party and a 
country so absolutely satisfied with 
COOLIDGE that no other candidate is 
thought of. But Governor LOWDEN 
keeps on showing in an aggravating 
way that a lot of dissatisfied Repub- 
licans are thinking of him.

FILLING UP HOUNDSDITCH. 


What is the matter with Hounds- 
ditch? That London street of imme- 
morial name, running from Aldgate 
to Bishopsgate, anciently bordered 
on the ditch under London Wall. 
Why Houndsditch? Because dogs 
used to be thrown in it? The 
privilege of being “the mother of 
dead dogs,” as CARLYLE, who loved 
Houndsditch, used to say, belonged 
to every ditch, street, square, lane 
and alley in the “clean” medieval 
times, beloved of WILLIAM MORRIS 
and GILBERT CHESTERTON. It has 
been more reasonably suggested that 
the name comes from the kennels 
for breeding hunting dogs to which 
the district, then open country, 
was favorable. “Dog House” it 
might have been, Houndsditch it is. 
“ Ditch ” is only a plebeian synonym 
for “ fosse.” Thus Houndsditch sug- 
gests at once the castles of old Eng- 
land and the hounds to which the 
gentlemen of England still ride, if 
they can afford it. What could be 
more respectable and aristocratic? 

Yet certain “genteel” Hounds- 
ditchers want to change the name to 
Bishop’s Way or Bishop’s Avenue. 
History is to be kicked in the head 
and a noble title disdained to make 
a more imposing call at a telephone 
exchange. Shoreditch continues con- 
servative, but the legs of Hounds- 
ditch yearn for the “march of im- 
provement.” It is none of our busi- 
ness; and we have never had much 
use for London since Temple Bar 
was closed. Still, actual as well as 
armchair travelers will hope that 
this Houndsditch sickness isn’t 
catching. Rural England is rich in 
village names of which Asses-Milk- 
Cum-Water is hardly too broad a 
parody. And one would almost com- 
mit a crime for the sake of being 
imprisoned in Wormwood Scrubbs. 
London, and especially the City, 
swarms with old names, homely 
and historical: Aldgate, over which 
CHAUCER used to live, taking his 
“morning” at the Saracen’s Head 
near by; Ludgate, the Strand, 
Cheapside, Barbican, London Wall, 
Old Jewry, Blackfriars, Whitefriars, 
Crutchedfriars, Bethnal Green, Char- 
ing Cross, Bridewell, The Minories 
and a hundred more. Paternoster 
Row’s religious connotation may 
Save it, but “vulgar” names such as 
Bread Street, where MILTON conde- 
scended to be born; Fish Street, The 
Poultry, Mark (Mart) Bane are in 
danger. Pudding Lane, where the 
Great Fire. started, must have van- 
ished long ago, we suppose; and Old 
Pye in Southwark may not be safe. 
Must the old names go under as

Oxford! There are probably 5,000 
Broad Streets in the world. There 
was but one Canditch, and you threw 
it away! Let us be consoled, though 
Houndsditch perish.

Laying the cornerstone today of 
a monumental building uptown for 
one of the great insurance com- 
panies suggests in an impressive 
way the increasingly important part 
which life insurance has among the 
social and financial forces in modern 
life.

With assets of $12,400,000,000 and 
outstanding risks of $76,000,000,000, 
for which actuarial provision has 
been made, the life insurance com- 
panies of the United States and 
Canada become together a majestic 
monument to the thrift, providence 
and family devotion of millions upon 
millions, “towering above all cus- 
tomary human memorials.” It is a 
monument of help and hope for the 
living which the dead have erected 
rather thah a ‘monument of sorrow 
for the dead which the living have 
raised. It is also a dynamic means 
in itself which “ exalts life and de- 
feats death,” by making death con- 
tribute to life. So the laying of the 
cornerstone of this new home of 
the New York Life Insurance Com- 
pany is an added word of prophecy 
that those who are dearer to man 
than life itself will be assured of a 
less anxious pursuit of happiness

A CURE FOR TRACHOMA. 

The recently announced discovery 
by Dr. HIDEYO NOGUCHI of the or- 
ganism that causes trachoma not 
only adds another to the triumphs 
of this distinguished Japanese bac- 
teriologist during his thirteen years’ 
connection with the Rockefeller 
Institute for Medical Research, but 
also holds promise of a serum or 
antitoxin or other cure which will 
make possible the elimination of 
this dreaded disease. The news is 
important on account of the numer- 
ous cases found in our Eastern 
cities and because trachoma is now 
widespread among the American 
Indians, seriously endangering the 
health of white communities ad- 
jacent to the Indian reservations. 
Although accurate figures of the 
numbers of cases. of trachoma 
among various Indian tribes are not 
available, it has been found in the 
schools in the Southwest that some- 
times as many as half the children 
have had to be treated. 

To the credit of the Indian Bureau 
it must be said that, especially 
within the last two years, it has 
made valiant efforts to fight this 
disease, It has segregated the in- 
fected children; it has increased the 
hospital facilities; it has put nurses 
in the hospitals especially trained 
in administering the painful treat- 
ment which up to the present has 
been the only check on the spread 
of trachoma. Among some of the 
Pueblo Indian schools the percent- 
age of the afflicted among the chil- 
dren has been cut nearly in half. 
But there as elsewhere the Govern- 
ment is handicapped by the fact that 
the funds at its disposal for this 
work are small, 

The difficulties under which the 
Indian Bureau is laboring may be 
better visualized when it is realized 
that there are only five doctors to 
oversee the work in the Southwest- 
ern district, which includes the 
Navajo Reservation on which live 
more than 30,000 Indians, many of

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that treatment for trachoma to be 
most effective must be carefully 
followed up.. This is almost impos- 
sitle in such a large area. 

The logical sequel to Dr. Noou- 
CHI’s discovery is the scientific 
study of a practicable method of 
eliminating trachoma. The oppor- 
tunity for carrying on part of the 
research in the field exists in Ari- 
zona and New Mexico. The work 
is more than the Government by 
itself can carry on. The most that 
can be hoped is that the Indian 
Bureau will be able to obtain suffi- 
cient appropriations to support the 
necessary personnel. Scientific re- 
search, if attempted, will probably 
be in the hands of highly trained 
specialists. Thanks to the work of 
the Rockefeller Institute in the 
study of the causes of trachoma, 
the way is now open for a body of 
scientists to make experiments in 
the field which will at the same 
time hasten the discovery of a per- 
manent cure for trachoma and bring 
relief to thousands of Indians now 
threatened with blindness.

GOOD-BYE TO LINDBERGH. 

Resolve as one will to stop being 
effusive about Colonel LINDBERGH, 
he fairly compels people to keep on 
with it. During all the four days of 
his stay in New York severe-faced 
gentlemen who vowed that they 
would do no more gushing over him 
have been observed, nevertheless, 
oozing sentiment at every pore. The 
reason is that, on top of his great 
achievement, Colonel LINDBERGH has, 
in the fierce light that beats upon a 
popular hero, borne himself in a way 
to strengthen his hold upon the 
imagination. If his welcome in New 
York has outdone all that went be- 
fore, and probably all that will come 
after, this is not. because the people 
of this city have a larger capacity 
for enthusiasm than others, but be- 
cause they have larger facilities for 
expressing it. The city says good- 
bye to CHARLES LINDBERGH today, 
glad and proud to have extended to 
him so overwhelming a greeting, but 
best satisfied of all because his stay 
here has shown him to be of the 
stuff which the whole country will 
continue to delight to honor.

RECAPTURE OR UNIFICATION? 

There have been reports from 
time to time that Mr. UNTERMYER 
was considering the recapture of a 
number of the existing subway lines 
as a solution of the transit problem. 
Those reports found support in 
his examination of the Transit Com- 
mission’s engineer. The intricate 
network Colonel LANCASTER de- 
scribed, with his expert understand- 
ing of the rapid transit map, may 
be somewhat difficult for the gen- 
eral public to grasp. It should have 
no difficulty in understanding, how- 
ever, that what is here proposed is 
not unification, but triplication, It 
would leave the city with three sys- 
tems on its hands, instead of one. 
Instead of finding a way to get the 
city’s $300,000,000 investment out 
from under its debt burden, the 
commission would gnly be showing 
the city how it could ultimately add 
to that burden another $200,000,000. 

Recapture, on the basis here pro- 
posed, would leave the various rapid 
transit lines still working at cross- 
purposes. It would impair the ser- 
vices rendered the public on the 
lines left in the companies’ hands. 
It would make it impossible for the 
city to take full advantage of those 
operating economies which real uni- 
fication alone could effect. If there 
had been a genuine attempt to ne- 
gotiate a settlement with the com- 
panies, and those negotiations had 
failed, the city might be reconciled 
to so dismal a prospect. But that is 
not the case. The preliminary “ ne- 
gotiations” undertaken by counsel 
for the commission hardly could be 
dignified by that term. They were 
skirmishes, rather; one-sided and 
inconclusive, and apparently con- 
ceived as little more than a gesture. 
The hearings that ensued have 
brought out some interesting infor- 
mation, but much of it irrelevant to 
the main purpose of the inquiry: to 
devise a plan for the relief of the 
existing emergency. 

It is to be hoped that before finally 
committing itself to so unsatisfac- 
tory a course the commission will 
canvass again the possibility of 
reaching a comprehensive settle- 
ment of the whole problem by direct 
negotiation with the companies.

If his creator 
simply gives him up, some lesser 
writer may seize him, and when he 
finally gets ready to dispose of him 
may marry him to a pretty mur- 
deress. That would, of course, be 
one way of ending his adventures.

Either the professor 
succumbs and the student next year 
goes to the head of the class, or else 
virtue is made of sterner stuff, the 
student goes down and out, and 
everybody else in college, profiting 
from his example, turns over a new 
leaf and studies heroically ever 
after. 

In fact rather than in fiction, how- 
ever, the athlete has found that an 
hour of prevention is worth months 
of cure.. He has recoutfse to all the 
latest aids to knowledge that his 
friends and professional tutors can 
supply. This is the most legitimate 
grievance which the critic of ath- 
leticism has against the backward 
team member—that the “ ’ 
to which he resorts cannot take the

A CHARIOT FOR CELEBRITIE 


Carrying Them In Triumph So All 

Could See Would Avoid Trouble. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Before New York stages another 
celebration of the Lindbergh type, I 
suggest that some of our scientific 
geniuses invent a conveyance that 
will lift the hero high enough above 
the street for the average human 
being to see. This may sound ridicu- 
lous, but is it any more so than to 
spend thousands of dollars in getting 
up a gigantic affair, practically in- 
vitiny millions to stand for hours in 
the heat and dust waiting, only to 
have the great one drive past with- 
out our getting so much as a 
glimpse? 

Yesterday I practically offered my- 
self as a living sacrifice upon the 
altar of ;jouth when I took a neigh- 
bor’s ten-year-old son down to see 
the world’s most popular boy. If I 
hadn’t taken him he would not have 
been able to go. I thought it a good 
deed in a naughty world. I never go 
to these things, and I hate crowds, as 
a rule. 

At the Battery we could not get 
within eyeshot, and saw nothing but 
the fire-boats pumping their s' ‘ams 
of water, although I held the young- 
ster balanced precariously on the top 
of a park bench until my arms ached. 
Not wishing to disappoint him, I 
took him up to Forty-second Street, 
where we were caught in that mill- 
ing, pushing, sweating crowd and 
held there for a solid hour in the hot 
sun. This was an experience that will 
live as long in my memory as Lind- 
bergh says New York’s welcome will 
live in his. At times the jam was so 
tight that one could move only as the 
mass moved. I was squeezed into 
various fantastic, unnatural and un- 
recognizable shapes and once found 
myself clutched in the arms of a per- 
fect stranger, my head at rest upon 
the vest he wore on his protruding 
chest. He doubtless wes merely try- 
ing to protect a poor, weak woman 
and I didn’t scold. 

When certain the hero was at last 
approaching, fearful lest my little 
friend be disappointed a second time, 
I meraged to lift him high enough 
to see the great Lindbergh and join 
in the yelling. It is no joke holding a 
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of pure and applied science, technol- 
ogy, invention, geography and com- 
merce. 

The world needs this active fact- 
finding centre to check waste of 
time, energy and money in needless 
repetitions of expensive experi- 
ments, of prolonged studies and 
observations, of erroneous conclu- 
sions and constructions in thou- 
sands of laboratories, factories and 
shops, and of expensive errors due 
to insufficient knowledge of what 
has been learned by inquirers the 
world over in chemistry and physics 
in all their applications. 

The kind of centre of factual infor- 
mation which those two paragraphs 
suggest can be set up and made to 
function helpfully today—though it 
could not have been so successful a 
few decades ago—chiefly because of 
the present control of methods of 
communication and transportation. 
If Auguste Forel could have foreseen 
the arts of communication and trans- 
portation as the world now has them 
he would not have written, as he 
did nearly thirty years ago, of a 
possible submergence of wisdom 
by an undirected flood of mere 
knowledge. 

The wealth of this country, the 
established habit of directing much 
of that wealth to the promotion of 
general welfare; rapidity of develop- 
ment of production and advances 
in chemistry, physics and invention 
which are part of that development 
—these and many other facts make 
it plain that the factual centre I 
have outlined can really be estab- 
lished here. 

It will probably be said that I am 
suggesting an institution like many 
present centres of research, bureaus 
of inquiry, libraries, and firms and 
societies devoted to compiling in- 
dexes, catalogues and directories. On 
the contrary, what I suggest is an 
organization of a new type—so far as 
my study shows—and formed for a 
novel purpose. It is not a library; 
the largest of all possible libraries 
could not do the work or produce the 
results of the centre or bureau which 
I am trying briefly to describe. It is 
not a bureau of research; no con- 
ceivable research organization could 
produce facts as needed as could 
this factual centre.

In addition to the twelve agencies 
and their officers, the complaint filed 
by Mr. Tuttle includes ‘“‘John Doe”’ 
and ‘‘Richard. Roe,’’ and he —- 
the Commissioner to continue the in- 
quiry 50 that he might proceed 
against ‘‘others engaged in the ticket 
business.’’

Managér ‘Also Says Black Truck Is 
Not: Used to Terrorize inde- 
pendent Dealers. 


The “‘black wagon,” alleged by the 
Attorney General’s office to be the 
dread of all the independent ice 
dealers, was brought yesterday after- 
noon into the third hearing of the 
investigation into the so-called ice 
trust, before Referee Edgar F.

‘Is it not a fact that the Metro- 
politan Ice and Coal Dealers’ Union, 
Inc., of which you are general man- 
ager, maintained an ice truck, 
known to the independent dealers as 
the ‘black wagon,’ to put non-mem- 
bers of the union out of business?’’ 
asked Mr. Groat. 

‘Our organization has a truck, but 
we do not use it for that purpose.. It 


is sent to the aid of members who 
are ill,’’ De Maria replied. 
Further questioning brought out 
the fact that De Maria and two other 
members of the union went on Satur- 
day to the ice plant of the Murray 
Coal and Ice Company to protest 
against the sale of ice by that plant 
to consumers. 

Me went there,” said De Maria, 
‘‘to plead with Mrs. Murray, the 
owner, to permit the dealers to make 
a living.’’ 

“Did you tell Mrs. Murra ay to sell 
her ice at- $1.80 per hundred pounds 
instead of 90 cents?’’ queried Mr.

COMMITTEE DRAFTED PLAN 


Cleveland Man’s Testimony Hailed 
by Majority as Refutation of 
Minority’s Charges.

A MYTH, SAYS SHAW 


Playwright Tells Language 
Conference There Are 42,767,- 


500. Dialects in Great Britain. 
AMERICANS GIVE VIEWS 


International Council to Decide 
Problems of Speech Proposed at 
London Conference.

LONDON, June 16.—The interna- 
tional conference of philologists, 
poets and playwrights which opened 
in London today with the prais- 
worthy object of preserving the Eng- 
lish language from dying of indiges- 
tion in the United States or anaemia 
in England, heard from George Ber- 
nard Shaw an amusing illustration 
of the linguistic differences on both 
sides of the Atlantic. 

‘‘When President Wilson came to 
this country,’”’ said the dramatist, 
“he gave us a shock by using the 
word .‘obligate’ instead of ‘oblige.’ 
It showed that a man could become 
President in spite of that and we 
asked ourselves if a man could be- 
come the King of England’‘if he used 
the word ‘obligate.’ We said at once 
ot could not be done.” 

The playwright continued that he 
thought the international council 
which it was proposed to set up as 
a final authority on the English lan- 
guage should have a secretary on 
both sides of the Atlantic. It would 
never do to have one in America and 
not here, since this was the most 
benighted country. The language of 
Great Britain consisted of dialects 
which, the last census returns 
showed, numbered 42,167,500. The 
speakers of each of these dialects 
regarded all others as a mark of in- 
feriority and this put the population 
in a condition of continuous and 


serious strain.

Secretary Wilbur Draws Lesson. of. 
Natiorial Safety’ From Career

The amount 
now stands at $62,233,000, an in- 
crease of $2,685,000 over the total of 
$59,548,000, w —* pg emained un- 
changed *82 purchase, five 
weeks ago, of thee latter amount of 
gold from the Bank of France. 

The Reserve banks obviously have 
purchased an additional amount = 
gold abroad, which ap tly is be- 
ing earmarked for eir account, 
but no announcement was made as 
to the origin of the metal. The $59,- 
548,000 purchase made from France 
was the first important transaction 
of the kind made in several years, 
and has been followed by additional 
important transactions gold be- 
tween this country and France. The 
French gold had been pledged with 
the Bank of England to secure a war 
loan to France, and when the loan 
was repaid this year the gold was 
surrendered to France, wailed sold it 
the Reserve The gold will 
remain abroad, earmarked for the 
account of the Reserve banks. 
France has large amounts of gold 
here similarly earmarked. 

Of the gold "held abroad, $17,354,000 
is for the account of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of New York, an in- 
crease of $859,000 over the ‘previous 
week. The remainder is distributed 
among the other Reserve banks of 
the system. 

The Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York announced yesterday that im- 
rts of gold at the Port of New 
ork in the week ended Wednesday 
were $84,000, which came chiefly 
from Latin America. Gold exports 
were $99,000, which went to Mexico 
and Venezuela. 


AUSTRALIA MAY TAKE 
DEBTS OF THE STATES 


Plan Is Now Being Considered at 
Meeting of the Six Premiers 
in Melbourne. 


The receipt of a draft plan for tak- 
ing over the States’ debts by the 
Australian Commonwealth was an 
nounced yesterday by the Commis- 


sioner for Australia, Sir Hugh Deni- 
son. The present Australian debts 
include the public debt of the Com- 
monwealth, amounting to $2,290,000.-

of the six Australian States in Mel- 
bourne.

Stocum Urges Fight. Against Western 
Rivals—More Inspectors for 
City’s Supply Source.

BINGHAMTON, N. Y., June 16.—A 
thorough organization of.farm co- 
operatives on a nation-wide scale and 
a Federal Farm Board to aid in mar- 
keting surplus crops’were urged by 
ex-Governor Frank O. Lowden of Illi- 
nois in an address today before the 
Dairymen’s League. Cooperative As- 
sociation. 

VUnder present conditions we have 
this anomaly: the farmer is not near- 
ly_so likely to suffer from a short 
crop as from a bumper crop,”’ said 
Mr. Lowden. 

“‘As you know, the Department of 
Agriculture at. Washington issues a 
report at the end of each year, giving 
the estimated value of the principal 
farm crops for the year. For pur- 
poses of illustration, I will take the 
report issued at the end of 1924. it 
showed an increase in the total value 


of farm crops of something like three 
quarters of a billion dollars as com- 
pared with the year before. 

“This, of course, was a welcome 
addition to the income of the farmers 
of the country. The report, however, 
disclosed some very perplexing facts. 
To illustrate, the total corn crop was 
about 20 per cent. smaller than the 
crop of the preceding year. Its total 
value, however, ed that of the 
preceding crop, or crop of 1923, by 
almost two hundred million dollars, 
and the quality of —* crop was far 
— the quality of the preceding 


“And yet, under a marketing svs- 
tem which it is claimed is one of the 
most noteworthy achievemnts of this 
commercial age, the smaller crop of 
inferior corn was worth more in the 
market than the r and superior 
crop of the year before. 


Recalls Butter Importation. 


“During the Summer of 1924 a 
cargo of butter imported from Den- 
mark was used to break the price of 
butter in the United States several 
cents a pound. There was not 


enough of butter in this importation 
to supply the breakfast tables of 
New York City for a single day. 

*‘Now, what would have happened 
if the dairy business of the United 
States had been as thoroughly or- 
ganized as our other industries? 

*“‘When such an importation as I 
have described -should reach New 
York, the organized industry would 
have withheld- their butter from the 
market until at least luncheon time 
and maintained their price. This is 
ey what every organized indus-

Nerhe I Federal Reserve system was 
designed, among other things, to 
mobilize the credit resources of those 
banks which had a surplus and ém- 
ploy them where the credit resources 
were deficient. It sought to do in 
reference to space with surplus credit 
resources what should be accom- 
plished in reference to time with the 
occasional surpluses of the farm. 


Functions of.a Federal Board. 


‘We have therefore suggested a 
Federal Farm Board. We have pro- 
posed that such board should be 
vested with power of inquiring into 
certain facts. Those facts are: Is 


there a tem surplus or a sur- 
plus above domestic reauirements of 
some farm product? s this sur- 
plus depress the price below cost of 
production with a reasonable profit? 
the growers of that product suf- 
ficiently organized as to be fairly rep- 
resentative of all the producers of 
that product and do they desire this 
assistance? If the board find that 
all these questions must be answered 
es’ it is then empowered to au- 
orize the cooperative to take con- 
tro] of the surpl The only aid 
from the Governnient which the co- 
operative would require would be 
t the Government should distrib- 
ute among all the producers of the 
particular commodity the cost to the 
cooperative of handling the surplus.’’
